This action is in response to the after final amendment filed on 10/18/10. Currently, 
claims 19 and 21-50 are pending in the application. Claims 1-18 and 20 were cancelled 
by Applicant. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 19 and 21-50 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was 
not suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found was an adhesive 
tape having rectilinear grooves that do not contain adhesive, do not extend across the 
entire width of the tape and are arranged in an array wherein the length of the grooves 
changes stepwise repeating a gradual increase and decrease in the longitudinal 
direction of the tape in combination with the other elements (or steps) in the claims. 
The prior art of record does not teach an adhesive tape having rectilinear grooves that 
do not contain adhesive, do not extend across the entire width of the tape and are 
arranged in an array wherein the length of the grooves changes stepwise repeating a 
gradual increase and decrease in the longitudinal direction of the tape, the tape able to 
provide improved breathability and adapted to be applied to a body in such a manner as 
to lift skin to make it possible to provide stimulus to the body.
